Never  uae  top  of  Incubator  fur  turning  egg*  mi  trnyn,  uuleia  fop  la  big  enough 
to  ncconmiodate  tray  entirely.  lietter  to  UKe  table.  The  tray  should  never  overhang, 
an  eifga  thus  exposed  get  cixiUd  much  f  ister. 

Itcmouitier  the  colder  the  room  the  quicker  the  evn|H>ratlon. 

Don't  exiiect  un  Incubator  to  gl^'c  100  per  cent,  hatch  from  egga  from  unthrifty 
•tuck. 

Keep  all  hntching-eggs  from  frost  and  mustlncsa. 

Nest-litter  needs  to  lie  chaiiKed  fre(|uentl.v. 

KggM  cnn  be  Incubated  after  males  of  h«>avy-welfs'ht  classes  have  been  mated  ten 
dayx,  and  light-weight  (LcKhorns,  AncoiiaH.  lltiuibiirKs,  Camiilnes.  etc.)  after  seven 
days.     Ilrlght  sunny  days  are  very  favourable  for  breetllng  purposes. 

If  Incubator  tray  of  eg^s  Is  left  out  by  mistake,  don't  get  alarmed.  Put  back  In 
machine,  nnd  do  not  turn  or  o|ien  door  uf  machine  fur  nt  least  twenty-four  hours. 

If  lamp  goes  out,  follow  out  advice  given  in  prei'cdliig  paragraph. 

Si-e  that  lamihwick  Is  renewed  at  each  hatching.    This  Is  very  In  portant. 

Trim  wick  and  fill  laniis  late  afterntMin.  Will  ensure  a  steady  flame  during  the 
night. 

It  Is  advisable  to  replace  the  burlap  on.  screen  In  nursery  comp;>rtment  If  It  geta 
dirty.     It  Is  better  than  washing  It. 

If  heating  Inciibatnr  liy  coal-stove,  the  addition  of  a  little  coke  to  the  coal  will 
work  wondfix  e>iM>clally  If  the  coal  Is  slaty.  Coke  should  iievi  -  be  put  on  until  the 
fire  Is  burning  brightly. 

I>on"t  take  chicks  out  of  machine  too  sunn,  and  when  reinnvlng  to  bnNider,  see 
that  basket  or  box  is  lined  with  warm  cloth  or  blanket, 

NATURAL  INCUBATION. 

When  startins  to  set  hen,  try  warming  the  nest  egg  or  eggs,  es|>eclally  if  you 
move  lien  at  niaht  to  strange  nest. 

In  early  spring  eleven  or  twelve  hens'  eggs  are  sufficient  for  a  medium-sized  hen 
to  cover. 

It  is  poor  policy  to  use  old  nnd  dirty  nest-boxes.  Hurn  up  old  boxes,  and  use 
clean  ones  each  year.  Ttie  bigger  the  nest-box,  less  chiince  of  iien  crushing  eggs  or 
chicks. 

When  using  earth  In  bottom  of  nest,  be  certain  to  provide  good  depth  of  soft 
litter.     CK'caslonally  eold  damp  soil  will  chill  the  eggs. 

Don't  allow  hen  to  sit  too  long  without  n  "  rest."    She  should  lie  lifteil  off  daily. 

Sl-eils  from  hatched  eggs  should  be  crushed  up  and  fed  hens. 

Fovls  fed  plenty  of  grei-nstnff  are  more  likely  to  lay  eggs  that  will  hatch  strong 
chicks,  especially  if  the  breeding  stock  has  plenty  of  range. 

Thrifty  breeding  stock,  properly  housed,  well  fed,  esiuK-laily  the  male  bird,  means 
strong  chicks.
